Beíore Mr. Louis J. Walsh, District Jus- 
tice, at a Special Court at Letterkenny on 
Saturday, Mr. Edward J. Behan, Customs 
Officer, Bridrend, charged James Dinsmore, of 
Drumacross, with having been concerned in 
importing one bedstead, three wooden chairs, 
one fibre mattress, and one straw mattress, 
with intent to evade payment of the Customs 
duties. 

Mr. James Morgan, Preventive Officer, and 
Strgeant Maguire, of the Civic Guard, gave 
abs of admissions made by the accused, 
from which it appeared that he had imported 
the articles by an unapproved road.

Mr. Alexander Steward, of Dundream, said 
that he wished to make a statement on behalf 
of the accused.

PROPOSED BAN ON 
PRESERVATIVES. 


IRISH CREAM SHIPPERS’ 
ANXIETY. 


The situation created by the proposed 
orders of the British Ministry of Health, pro- 
hibiting the use of preservative in cream, 15 
causing no little anxiety on this side of the 
Channel. Last Friday, on the call of Mr. D. 
Ryan, Lombardstown Co-operative Creamery, 
cream shippers from all parts of Southern 
Ireland attended a conference in Mallow and 
discussed the position in all its bearings, 

Mr. Ryan, who presided, pointed out that 
the difficulty in the distribution of the cream 
m Great Britain was that some time elapsed 
before the product reached the consumer, and 
they had representations from various dis- 
tributers accross-Channel that unless minute 
quantities of preservative were allowed it 
would be very difficult to carry on this trade 
satisfactorily. In fact, the distributors had 
the same difficulty in regard to English 
cream, although it was much nearer to the 
points of distribution. 

So far as he was aware, it had not been 
shown that the very small quantities of pre- 
servative hitherto allowed had the slightest 
injurious effect on the health of the consumer. 
He had noticed by the draft regulations that 
the British Ministry of Health were exempt- 
ing from their.order several articles, such as 
sausages, jam and fruit. It was not unreason- 
able, as the English cream distributors 
claimed, that cream should be exempted also. 

The Irish creameries had developed this 
trade at enormous trouble and expense, and 
were new adopting the most up-to-date 
methods. The trade had been rapidly grow- 
ing, and was now of great importance to the 
Irish dairying industry. It was in view of 
the danger to the trade of hasty or ill- 
considered action by the British Ministry of 
Health that the meeting had been convéned, 
and he considered that it was incumbent on 
them to take some action to safeguard their 
interests. 

After a full discussion a resolution was 
passed, requesting the De ent of Agri- 
culture to make representations to the British 
Ministry of Health with a view to the ex- 
emption of. cream from the proposed orders. 
It was decided also to seek the co-operation 
of the Northern creameries, and Mr. Hegarty, 
whe. acted as Secretary to the meeting, agreed 
to bring the matter before a conference of 
Northern creamery managers, to be held at 
Portstewart on the 22nd inst.

‘he holiday season in Lancashire may now 
he described as at its height, no less than 
eighteen towns connected with the textile 
trade holding their annual wakes revels, and 
many hundreds of thousands of pounds, saved 
up during the past year, will change hands. 
Under these circumstances it would appear 
that the absence of such a number of people 
from the various towns would affect the 
demand for provisions and kindred products 
to a marked extent. There is little doubt, 
however, that the thrifty Lancashire housewife 
depends on the retailer at the towns where 
they make their temporary residence for such 
commodities as bacon, butter, etc., and, 
“boarding” themselves, buy on perhaps a 
nore lavish scale from their own grocer than 
would be the case under ordinary conditions. 
The feeling in the provision trade on spot is 
exceedingly bui indeed. Smaller supplies 
of Scandinavian butter are coming forward, 
and but for the quantity in cold storage, 
which is now being released, prices would 
have been advanced to a greater extent than 
has been the case at present. The position 
with regard to Irish creameries on spot has 
been far from satisfactory, and this season 
is described by one leading merchant as one of 
the poorest on record. Colonials have also 
met with a poor sale. 

While not entirely unexpected the higher 
prices ruling for bacon were rather more than 
was anticipated, and holders show a disposi- 
tion to ask a premium over official rates, 
many buyers being caught more or less 
“ bare” after the recent bank holiday.

Europe and Islam. 

The news of “án armed rising in Syria 
has thrown another element of confusion 
into the witchts’ cauldron of Middle 
Eastern discofitéent. For the moment 
trustworthy information is difficult to 
obtain. French and British reports are 
at variance in certain important par- 
ticulars; but there seems to be no doubt 
that a serious situation has. arisen. Syria 
is under the protection of France, and it 
appears that daring the last few years 
native unrest has been growing apace. 
Last week the Jebel Druses made an 
attack in forte on a body of some 3,000 
Syrian troops under the command of 
General Michaud. The coup. evidently. had 
been arranged With some care; for as soon 
as the attack began a large number of the 
Syrian soldiers. promptly went over to 
the enemy. Thé French commander was 
forced to retire: without delay, having 
suffered many ¢ésualties and abandoned a 
considerable quantity -of valuable war 
material. He sent immediately to Beirout 
for reinforcements, and General, Sarrail, 
who is the Governor of Syria, rushed ‘all 
his available troops to the scene of action. 
The Druse tribesmen, having succeeded in 
their original plan, retreated hastily. A 
number of them crossed. the frontier into 
Transjordania, which is under a British 
mandate, only to.be driven. back. almost 
immediately by British forces. Both 
sides now seem to be preparing for the 
next ‘move. The French, of course, are 
infinitely supetior in equipment and | 
training; but, on the other hand, they are 
inferior in numbers and cannot depend on 
the loyalty of their native levies. Accord- 
ing to various reports, the rebellion is 
spreading throughout the Jebel Druse 
territory. The’ tribesmen are. excellent 
fighters, who have a great advantage in 
their choice and knowledge of terrain. 

The rising is of more than ordinary 
interest to Britain. She is by far the 
greatest Power in the Middle East, with 
her . enormous. commitments in Egypt, 
Palestine, Transjordania, and Mesopo- 
tamia; and she cannot fail to be affected 
by any upheaval in Syria. The position in 
Palestine is delicate. The Arab popula- 
tion is nursing a decided grievance against 
Britain as a result of what it regards as 
the Zionist. policy of His Majesty's 
Government. But for the presence of con- 
siderable British forces in Palestine there, 
undoubtedly, 
trouble long ago, and if by chance 
‘the Syrian fighting should continue for 
any length of ‘time, an outbreak would 
become extremély likely. In Transjor- 
dania King Abdullah commands a very 
conditional loyalty from his subjects, while 
his brother, Feisul, is even less popular 
among the Sheiks of Iraq, The position 
is ‘complicated by. the report of the 
Mosul Commiésién, which” was published 
towatds the end of last week. On 
ebhdition that Britain retains manda- 
tory, control of traq for the next twenty- 
five. years, the’ Commission recommends 
that the Mosul vilayet be allowed to 
remain under King Feisul’s suzerainty ;

Back to Work, 

“Our revels now are ended.' The Horse 
Show is over, most of otr visitors have 
departed, and even those who were lucky 
enough to get a very extended “ week-end "’ 
for August Bank Holiday return to work 
to-day. The time, therefore, is auspicious 
for some sort of national stocktaking. How 
do we stand? Are our industries, manu- 
facturing and agricultural, - flourishing? 
Is: business good? Do our imports and 
exports increase, and is the balance of 
trade in our favour? Are our internal 
means of communication satisfactory? It 
is a melancholy fact that the answer to all 
of these questions is in the negative. Our 
industries are not flourishing, and business 
is not good. Both imports and exports 
have decreased, the latter out of all pro- 
portion. The result is that, unless the 
later months level matters up, the adverse 
trade balance at the end of this year will 
be considerably greater even than it was 
last year, when it reached the alarming 
figure of seventeen millions sterling. Our 
internal means of communication are, 
almost. without exception, the worst in 
Europe. All this makes very un- 
pleasant reading, but the facts of 
the situation must be faced fairly 
and . squarely before a remedy can 
be sought or found. There is, unfortu- 
nately, no royal road to economic success. 
Many claim that the development of the 
tourist traffic will solve all financial ills ; 
but, while there may be countries—Switzer- 
land is, perhaps, one of them—which can 
subsist solely on profits derived from 
temporary visitors, Ireland most certainly 
is not one of them. Our one solution 
is hard and intelligent work The 
Dublin Industrial Development Association 
is greatly to be commended for the 
pageant of seventy of the principal firms 
in Ireland which they held on Saturday ; 
but pageants, by themselves, are useless, 
They create an opportunity; it remains 
to be seen whether full advantage will be 
taken of it. Agriculture, which always 
has been, and always will be, our. principal 
industry, must be developed scientific- 
ally. Collective purchase and collective 
sale, common standards and common 
prices, scientific research into methods and 
conditions,, must be kept always before 
us cc aims to be realised. The fact that 
our exports of pigs are decreasing and 
out imports of bacon increasing is a sad 
commentary on our present situation. The 
efficiency of our railway administration 
must be improved; the good results of 
amalgamation, which was held out as a 
panacea, have not so far becomeapparent. 
Good roads are not a luxury, but a neces- 
sity, for any civilised community; and, 
whatever be the cost, we must have them 
and keep them. Over and above, however, 
the detailed amendments necessary in each 
particular instance there is the overwhelm- 
ing necessity for the growth of a new 
spirit. The Free State has not a good 
name in the industrial world.. Everyone 
tecdgnises our potentialities, but there is 
a general tendency to regard us as way- 
ward and irresponsible. We do not think 
that this attitude is justifiable; a nation 
that produced last week's Horse Show 
cannot be entirely lacking in business 
instinct. This tendency is, however, a 
very real fact, and it must be dissipated 
entirely. 


The Irish Drama. 


England gave the world a drama that 
broke away from classic restraint, ignored 
the ' unities,’’ and depictéd passages of 
rough-hewn life; yet this was the greatest 
drama since the classics. Despite her 
dramatic eminence, England and all the 
English-speaking nations save our own, 
have thought the theatre unworthy of that 
State patronage which is lavished on it 
in other lands. On Saturday night, Mr. 
W. B. Yeats, from the boards of the 
Abbey Theatre, thanked the Government 
of the Irish Free State for the small 
endowment which has been voted to that 
remarkable dramatic undertaking. The 
Government has set a good example in its 
patronage of the most important intel- 
lectual movement in modern Ireland. The 
Abbey Theatre, with the associated 
dramatic. enterprises in Belfast and Cork, 
has done more than any other agency to. 
‘make Ireland's name honourably known to 
the world. Through the dramatic move- 
ment Irish genius has found its only large 
expression in modern times. This has 
excited a mental ferment that never could 
arise ip our country while the Irish mind 
was absorbed in petty introspection. While 
the creative instinct has been stimulated, 
the public mind has been broadened and 
refined by the contemplation of a real, 
and yet a vital, art. In performances of 
foreign masterpieces staged by the Drama 
League, authors and public alike have

“The Velvet Strand. 

“ A létter which we publish to-day from 
a resident at Portmarnock draws attention 
to a matter of grave interest to the citizens 
of Dublin. Every summer large numbers 
of holiday-makers pitch their tents near 
Portmarnock Strand, and at the week-ends 
large crowds flock thither; yet there is 
no supply of fresh water save from one 
private pump. In auch conditions of over- 
crowding ‘there is danger of the scanty 
water supply’s becoming contaminated and 
causing an outbreak of enteric fever. The 
overcrowding is marked stil] more seriously 
on the “velvet strand’’ at Malahide. Only 
a lew years ago this splendid expanse was 
almost unknown save to a few enterprising 
exvlorers. Now, with the weekly swarm- 
ing of the city population tar afield that 
has been stimulated by motor transport 
and supported by train services, crowds 
of over 15,000 persons flock to the strand 
Sunday after Sunday. Large numbers of 
tents are sprinkled alorz the beach, and 
in marquees a busy trade is done in 
serving teas to the thirsty multitude. it 
will surprise many to learn that, despite 
the immensity of this traffic, there is but 
une well beside the strand from which 
water may be drawn. - The refreshment of 
thousands depends on this single source. 
As there are no sanitary conveniences the 
solitary well lies in constant danger of 
pollution, The mass movement of the 
peuple from the city to the sea is a 
phea»menon which has been especially 
evident after thres rainy summers, and it 
would bede well for public health were 
the public authorities to recognise this 
flowing over of the city to the county 
and to extend sanitary provisions to the 
area which Dublin has taken fo itself.

LAST NIGHT'S SUCCESS. 


The Theatre Royal, Dublin, was filled again 
to overflowing last night for the second—and 
last—of Mr. John McCormack’s concerts. Mr. 
McCormack was in excellent voice, and his 
singing, as usual, was delightful. He seems 
to improve artistically on every new occa- 
sion. His voice has all its former power and 
variety; but the years seem to have given 
him a wider sympathy and a deeper insight 
into the art of which he is such an admirable 
exponent. 

418 programme last night was suitably 
varied. We had songs by Handel and Bach, 
by Hugo Wolff, Granville Dantock, Brahms 
and Hagemann, as well as a glorious trio of 
Irish folk songs which Mr. McCormack can 
sing as nobody else, An interesting innova- 
tion was a Negro Spiritual, “Were You 
There! ” arranged by Burleigh. The singer 
gave a splendid interpretation of the haunting 
melody, and the item was one of the best on 
the programme. The Yeats song, ‘‘ When 
You are Old and Grey,” also was a magnifi- 
cent piece of interpretation, and, of course, 
the “Snowy Breasted Pearl,’ Mr. 
McCormack’s original triumph, brought down 
the house. 

A feature of the performance was the ’cello 
playing of Mr. Lauri Kennedy, whose tone re- 
minds one. of Suggia at her best. The 
Chopin Nocturne was particularly fine, and 
Handel's Sarabande was played with delight- 
ful delicacy. Altogether the concert was one 
of the most successful that we have had in 
Dublin for a long time. Its enjoyment was 
enhanced hy the admirable accompaniments of 
Mr. Edwin Schneider, whose consummate 
sympathy is an essential complement of Mr. 
McCormack’s art: He must be one of the best 
living accompanists, and Mr. McCormack is 
fortunate in having such an excellent col- 


league.

verse by a writer whose lays have 
Karl, his name a household word 
wherever the English language is spoken, a 
‘brother poet,” not less wel known. in .his 
own country, was already doing the same for 
Ireland. Patrick O'Kelly, whose name was on-e 
familiar to thousands of readers as * Bard 
O'Kelis,” was a contemporary “of ‘Scott, 
though the two poets met but once, 
when Sir Walter visited Ireland in July; 
1825; Among the thousands: of visitors 
find their way in summer to 
the celebrated Lakes of Killarney, few of 
them: think of the poet’ who did so much 
throughout the length and breadth of Ireland 
to rendér their magnificent scenery famous. 
The poem, “ Killarney, “&y which he achieved 
distinction made its appearance in 1/¥l._ 
The work was. published by subscription, 
and if one may. judge from the number of 
names, several thousands of copies must have 
been disposed of when it was printed. its 
chief interest, perhaps, at the present day 
is in the very remarkable list of subscribers 
it. contains. Among the author s patrons are 
many celebrated names. The poem was given 
a good introduction by the eulogistic verses 
prefixed to it from the pens of admirers, pre- 
sumably. writers of some distinction. The 
author must have already acquired consider- 
able local reputation as.a poet prior to the 
appearance of his peers Killarney was a first 
roduction, and though there are signs of. it 
ing a juvenile effort, yet there are lines 
that show mental vigour and imagination. 
The poet, to judge from Latin quctations 
prefixed to his miscellaneous pieces incladed 
in the volume, was an admirer of Horace and 
drew inspiration from that author’s works. 
Indeed, if a comparison might be offered there 
is something akin between the two writers. 
Each reflects strongly his own times in his 
compositions, and this must now be con- 
sidered the main merit of O’Kelly’s work. 
The Irish poet was evidently well acquainted 
with the poetical contributions of English 


ws Scotland ‘wha being celebrated in 


is paid to Byron, and the influence of other 
writers, such as Dryden, Pope, Goldsmith, 
and Gray, is easily—perhaps, too easily—per 
ceived in his poems. 

In the ‘course of his wanderings the bard 
was deprived when passing the night in 
Doneraile of his watch and chain—perhaps by 
an admirer in undue haste to secure a 
memento—and found vent for his indiznation 
at the loss in an ode of imprecations, entitled 
‘*The Litany for Doneraile,’’ but when at a) 
later period the watch was replaced: through 
the kindness of Lady Doneraile, the string 
of curses contained in the famous litany were 
revoked in ‘‘ The Palinode.’’ 

The poet gave his admirers another volume 
in 1812, the most remarkable and longest 

oem of which. was ‘‘ The Eudoxologist; an 
Ethicographical Survey of the Western Parts 
of Ireland,’’ with which are included several 
minor effusions and previous poems. One of 
these “The Giant’s Causeway,’’ had been 
issued with a revised edition of “ Killarney “ 
in 1808. The versification is smoother and 
livelier than in ‘ Killarney’’ and enlivened 
with retaliations on detractors whom the 
bard’s previous labours had roused into 
activity. 

Like the previous adventure it was issued 
by subscription. but the number of subscribers 
had considerably fallen off as compared with 
former lists. When George the Fourth visited 
Ireland the poet was presented to His Majesty, 
who, when Prince of Wales, had purchased 
fifty copies of his poems. And in a new 
volume of original poems brought out in 1823, 
under the curious title of “The Aonian 
Kaleidoscope,’’ several pieces are in praise of 
that monarch. In the following year the poet 
made the acquaintance at Limerick of other 
distinguished visitors in the persons of Sir 
Walter Scott and his party, who bought 
copies of the poems. The eynical Lockhart 
has left an account of the circumstances under 
which the meeting tcok place. The bard 
recited. to his ‘‘ brother poet,” Sir Walter, a 
parody of Dryden's famous lines on Milton, 
which begin: ' Three poets in three distant 
ages born,” the favoured trine in the present 
instance being, “‘ Byron of England, Scott of 
Scotia’s hlood,' and ‘‘ Erin’s pride—O’ Kelly, 
great and good.”’ 

The bard has not escaped the charge of 
plagiarism, but was himself severly victimised 
in this respect. The success which had 
attended ‘‘Killarney’’ invited competition. 
Michael McCarthy. a rival admirer of the 
famous resort, published his ‘‘ Lacus Delecta- 
biles ” in 1816: O'Kelly accused the author 
of very extensive plagiarism, partly complain- 
ing that most of the poem was ton from 
his own. The bard reached the good old age 
of 81. His birth is put down as. havine taken 
place at. Loughrea in 1754, and he lived about 
four years, after the appearance: of “' Hip- 
perene,’ his last volume of verse in 1831. 
His poems have a curious value, owing to 
their description of well-known places and 
persons, as well as of the customs and 
pastimes in which he bore a conspicuous part.

It is said in well-informed 
quarters here that the Sultan has been 
making preparations for a long time, and 
that the French should have known what 
was taking place. It is quite possible that 
a very serious position may. develop. . The 
Colonial. Office is maintaining & careful 
watch, though it is considered unlikely 
that our interests will be affected. 


A Political General. 


General Sarrail’ was one of the most 
perplexing of French figures during the 
war, and for some. time was credited by 
the romantic with. the desire to. bring 
about a coup d’état.. He boasted that he 
was a Republican soldier in order to dis- 
sociate himself from the tendencies attri- 
buted to Marshal Pétain and Marshal 
Foch, and regarded his removal from the 
command of the Argonne Army to that in 
Salonica as being inspired by political 
motives, At Salonica he was not popular and 
was replaced by General Franchet d'Espery. 
Anxious to take up politics again, he was 
prevented by the return to power of M. 
Herriot, who took the opportunity of re- 
warding one of the few generals in his 
party by giving him a command and send- 
ing him on active service again. 


France and Morocco. 


If peace in French Morocco is. not 
secured soon by negotiation it will be 
attained by other methods. Formiidable 
reinforcements have been despatched from 
France, the Air Service having sent a par- 
ticularly strong contingent, which includes 
eight or nine American pilots, who have 
volunteered. The geographical formation 
of Morocco favours the use of aeroplanes 
for offensive purposes, and the augmenta- 
tion of the French air strength should 
prove an enormous advantage in dealing 
with tribesmen who hitherto in their ¢on- 
flicts with French and . Spanish troops 
have relied upon their intimate knowledge 
of the territory in which the fighting was 
taking place. With the advent of a strong 
Air Force this advantage will be of less 
account, and it is expected that in a few 
weeks French superiority will assert itself. 


The Security Pact. 


An important Cabinet Council will be 
held on Tuesday morning to deal with the 
Western European. pact of security before 
the conference. with M. Briand. e in- 
terpretation to be placed upon some of the 
provisions contained in the French draft 
of the pact has: raised. several delitate 
points, and, in order to prevent misunder- 
standing, it is thought desirable that the 
Cabinet should give a thorough study to 
those questions which are at all obsctire. 
Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Chamberlain have 
given assurances that the. pact could only 
he accepted by the Government if it were 
such as to secure the support of the nation 
at large. 


Bolehevist Propaganda. 


The recent attempts at-Aldershot to sub- 
vert the loyalty of the British soldier by 
distribution of Bolshevist posters ‘and 
pamphlets were followed by a police raid 
carried out last night in the neighbour- 
hood of Soho, in the West End. The raid 
was carried out in a very thorough manner, 
resulting in the capture of a number of 
important documents relating to the 
attempts to create dissatisfaction among 
the rank and file of the Army. 

Before the House of Commons closed down 
on Friday there was a meeting.of Conserva- 
tives to consider the position with the 
“el dispute out of the way, and it was 
decided that immediately after the opening 
of the autumn sittings the Prime Minister 
shall be asked what fresh powers the 
Government demands to take to enable it 
lawfully to deal with the Communist 
menace. The suggestion was that much 
might be done by means of compulsory 
arbitration in industrial disputes where 
there was also a desire that the conspifacy 
laws shall be overhauled. Should the 
Government show a disinclination te rise 
to the occasion considerable pressure wil] 
be brought to bear upon the Ministers. 


Major Sheppard's Case. 


The report of Mr.. Rawlinson, K.C., 
M.P., who inquired into the police treat- 
ment of Major Sheppard, the victim of a 
case of mistaken identity by an Irish girl, 
is to be published on Tuesday. It will 
contain, it is understood, same striking 
criticisms on the methods adopted by the 
police in receiving charges atid in dealing 
with accused persons at the police stations. 
Many suggestions are made for changes, 
and the Home Secretary is taking up the 
question without delay. He has power to 
issue regulations, and this he will do, sub- 
mitting them for Parliamentary approval 
when the autumn sittings take place. 


Cowes Week. 


As a social function Cowes Week has 
been a greater success than as a sporting 
fixture. The lack of breeze spoilt the most 
important races, and the King's yacht 
had an unexpectedly bad week, weather 
conditions being unfavourable to the 
chances of Britannia, which did not gain 
a single winning pennant. Socially, how- 
ever, those who have returned to town 
speak of it as a noteworthy event.

FRENCH PREMIER'S 
OPTIMISM. 


EARLIER REPORTS TO 
BE DISCOUNTED. 
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PARIS, Sunday. 

M. Painlevé received newspaper men 
thi eyening, amd made the following 
statement to them :— 

“This morning I received a telegram 
from General Sarrail, the end of which 
has not come in yet. It appears from the 
indications supplied to me that the attack 
to. which our troops were subjected 
occurred for very slight reasons, and had 
its origin in dissensions prevailing among 
the members of the family of the aggressor, 
some of whom, being Francophile, want 
a French Governor, while the others, 
javouring independence, clamour for án 
aboriginal Governor. 

“The agitation having become more 
lively among the Cruses, small columns 
were sent to inspire respect for order. One 
of them, composed of 160 men, was at its 
very entry into the Jebel Druse not sur- 
prised, as has been stated, but enveloped, 
and literally submerged by a floof of 
aggressors. Our soldiers defended them- 
selves -valiantly,. but were crushed by 
numbers, and about 60 managed to escape 
massacre. 

“ A more important column, commanded 
by General Michaud, was sent to chastise 
this action. Thig column was followed b; 
a convoy which, by its very composition— 


ammunition carried on the backs of mules 
and camels—could. not march at the same 
pace as the troops of infantry. A guard 
of Madagascar and Syrian tirailleurs was 
protecting the convoy, when the Druses, 
thinking the distance between the column 
and convoy was sufficient, assailed it with 
such violence on its flanks that the Syrian 
and Madagascar tirailleurs gave way, and 
the convoy, left defenceless, was captured. 

“The officer commanding the convoy, 
wounded in the course of the action, killed 
himself so as not to fall into the hands cf 
these barbarous aggressors. The infantry 
column, thus deprived of its ammunition, 
was able to make a retrograde movement 
while fighting. What is the amount vf 
the losses I do not know yet. The first 
part of the telegram, received to-day, does 
not give it. The seque] will, no doubt, 
detgrmine it. 

“ It does not seem that the Druses have 
made any serious attack upon us since 
then. Moreover, the Sueida post, reported 
by telegrams from Arab and English 
sources as having succumbed, is still occu- 
pied by our troops. That is the truth as 
we know it to-day, and, as you see, it does 
not present the degree of gravity which 
has been indicated by certain people.

The sick engineer was immediately placed 
in the Baltic’s hospital and treated by Dr. 
Smylie, who then found that the patient was 
suffering from cardiac and venal dropsy. 

It is understood that he is progressing as 
well as possible in the circumstances, thanks 
to the medical aid that is available. 

When the transfer took placé both vessels

ARCHBISHOP’S STATEMENT. 


The Archbishop of Liverpool was elected 
President of the Catholic. Social Guild at 
Oxford yesterday, and, speaking as the first 
episcopal friend, he said that he knew they 
were strongly suspected at the outset of being 
violently “red '' by excellent people in excel- 
lent quarters. He, therefore, thought that 
they would benefit if he cast a nice shade of 
purple over them. He felt that if the forty 
million English-speaking Catholics were all 
together they would exercise an enormous in- 
fluence over the world.

“This represents a burden on the company 
and a gain to the Corporation of £535,526 per 
annum.

“The conditions suggested by the Commis- 
sioners, instead of giving any hope of relief, 
propose to add further burdens by imposing 
a liability on the company to provide and 
meintain silent street surfacing.. The cost of 
this cannot he accurately estimated, but it 
miist certainly add very greatly to the 
enormous road expénditure for which the 
company are already liable, , 

‘The Tramway Company are perfectly 
willing to lay down any suitable kind of street 
surfacing, provided. the cost does not exceed 
the charges for which they are now liable. 

“YORK-PEOPLES’ FARES. 

“The Commissioners ftinulate, in addition, 
that all people who. might come under the 
wide definition of ‘work-people’ be carried 
at half fares. 

“It will be seen that no sensible hody of 
directors, having proper regard for the effi- 
cient working of their undertaking, could 
entertain such unreasonable and unbusiness- 
like conditions as those put forward by the 
Commissioners. 

“The public will see from the foregoing 
that the onus of breaking cff negotiations 
rests with the Commissioners.”

FARMERS. ASSURED OF 


BIGGER RETURNS. 
OTTAWA, Saturday. 

With the grain harvesting in Eastern 
Canada almost completed, with | satisfactory

A DELAYED SAILING 
- FROM DUBLIN BAY, - 


SEARCH FOR A LOST 
ANCHOR. 
ADMIRAL AND THE 
FREE STATE. 


——-—& — 


Owing to an accident when slipping her 
moorings in Dublin Bay yesterday, the 
United States flagship, Pittsburgh, which 
had been on a visit for the past fortnight, 
lost one of her anchors and was unable to 
leave for Belfast until close upon one 
o'clock this morning. 

Vice-Admiral Andrews, of the Pitts- 
burgh, who went to Belfast on Saturday, 
told a representative of the Irish Times 
last night that he intended to send’a fare- 
well message to the Free State to-day. 

THE BELFAST VISIT. 

Vice-Admiral Andrews motored to Bel- 
fast on Saturday afternoon. On his way 
he called to see the Dowager Marchioness 
Conyngham at Slane, and Sir Edward 
Bellingham at Bellingham Castle, near 
Dundalk. 

The Pittsburgh is due to arrive in Belfast 
Lough at about three o'clock this after- 
noon, when an official welcome will be 
given to her by the Northern Government. 
It is intended that a ten days’ stay will 
be made in Belfast, after which the flag- 
ship will visit Antwerp and Le Havre for 
similar periods. 

The Lord Mayor of Belfast will receive 
Vice-Admiral Andrews and the officers of 
the Pittsburgh at 10.30 a.m. to-day at the 
City Hall, when he will officially welcome 
them to Belfast. 

A LOST ANCHOR. 

The Pittsburgh was scheduled to leave 
Kingstown Harbour at three o'clock yes- 
terday morning, her visit to the Free State 
having concluded on Saturday. 

Owing to an accident, however, when 
slipping her moorings preparatory to 
leaving on Saturday evening, the ship 
swung around with the tide and entangled | 
her two bow chain hawsers. As a result 
of this accident one of her anchors was-lost 
in the mud and all day yesterday the 
ship’s divers were searching for it. Late 
in the evening they succeeded in finding 
it. 

The. diving operations and the delay in 
the ship’s departure aroused much in- 
terest in Kingstown, and the piers were 
thronged with people during the day, 
until the rain in the evening dispersed 
them. 

A tug from Dublin that, come out to 
attend another vessel, was reported to be 
standing by last evening. 

ADMIRAL’S STATEMENT. 

When interviewed by an Irish Times 
representative last night, Vice-Admiral 
Andrews expressed regret that he was 
officially unable to give a farewell mes- 
sage to the Free State through the 
columns of the Jrish Times to-day. He 
promised, however, to draw up and send 
one for publication to-morrow. 

Vice-Admiral Andrews wrote to the 
Governor-General on Friday, thanking 
him for the kindness and courtesy ex- 
tended to him and his officers and the 
men of the Pittsburgh during their stay 
in Free State waters. He appreciated very 
fully the welcome and entertainment 
afforded them during that period. 

Letters couched in similar térms were 
also received by Président Cosgrave, the 
Ministers of State, and the military 
authorities. The military had charge of 
the programme of entertainment, which 
was carried out very efficiently. 

The loss of an anchor is a very serious 
‘matter to a vessel of the Pittsburgh’s 
size—she is about 14,000 tons—as it has 
to be weighted in accordance with the 
ship’s tonnage, and she could not leave 
without finding it.

There 
h:s always been an influential’ section ih 
England and America who haye wished their 
Governments to “follow the Continental ex- 
ample, “nd they: will find necouragemeént and 
a precedent in this act of our Government. 

‘There are probably some in our audience 
to-night who gave v- their sympathy ‘during 
our first struggles, some who will remember 
evenings when we hardly more than a 
dozen people in the house.

French officials; and even on a former 
French High Commissioner. In these circum- 
stances there is every reason to expect the 
British ‘aathorities in Palestine who are 
directly responsible for Transjordan to con- 
tinue to use all their endeavours to prevent 
Druse raiding parties from making that coup- 
try their base... Theré is also reason to hope 
that. they will impress upon Emir Abdutta 
how necessary it is to avoid giving any 
cause. for suspicion or complaint to our 
French neighbours. 
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IRISH RAILWAY POSITION. 
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THE GOVERNMENT’S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 


In a leading article to-day the Financial 
‘Vews makes the following comment :— 

There is no need. for surprise at the fact 
that the Great Southern Railways are unable 
to recommend ‘an interim Ordinary dividend, 
but it is disquieting to learn that after trans- 
ferring thé..relatively large sum of £207,000 
from the Government compensation reserve, 
they are only able to make a distribution or 
the. Guaranteed. Preference Stock. As this 
absorbs less than £75,000, it would appear 
that the undertaking is at present hein 
worked at a Íoss.oí at least £250,000 a year. 
For, this the Free State Government. is in 
large measure directly responsible. Operated 
under economic conditions, the Great Southern 
should enjoy.a reasonable measure of pros- 
erity.. Unfortunately, :the-company has not 
een allowed to work on economic lines. 

While rates and charges have been compul- 
sorily reduced. until: they’ are on an unte- 
munerative. basis the wege bill is excessive, 
heing a relatively much higher. burden than. it 
is in Great. Britain. It is urgent that the 
Free State Government should realise that if 
the railway system, continues to be run at a 
loss the ultimate result will be far more detri- 
mental to the community as a whole than 
even to the shareholders.

SOUTH AFRICAN FARMERS.

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A RETURN VISIT. 


Dealing with the visit of South African 
farmers, The Times, in.a leading article. 
says:~Among their privately expressed 
«pinions with regard to what have seemed to 
them the more striking features of the in- 
dustry here, and’in Ireland, the most note- 
worthy from the technical point of view is 
their appreciation of the excellence of British 
live ‘stock and British grass land.. But im 
view of the common and mostly erroneous 
opinions on the subject prevalent outside 
purely agricultural cireles special importance 
aftaches to-the results of their observations 
of the farmers themselves, and of the condi- 
tiens under which they carry on their work. 
Their unayimoys verdict is that, in spite of 
the bad times through which, in the majority 
of cases they are passing, in spite of the 
heavy: burden imposed upon them in the way 
af taxation and. other financial charges, the 
British farmers whom they have met are pos- 
sessed of a wonderful spirit, of patience and 
perseverance. They have , altogether failed to 
find in them any trace of: the pessimistic 
views of the prospects of agriculture which 
they had been led to expect. As far as they 
have seen it is an.unwarranted libel to speak 
of them as “ grousers. ' . 

Their visit has done a great deal to bring 
about a common understanding between two 
bodies. of men belonging to the same Com- 
monwealth of Nations. and engaged in the 
same professional pursuits, but living and 
working under very different conditions at 
opposite ends oí the earth. At the end of 
the year it is to have a sequel in the shape 
of a return visit of a hundred. British farmers 
to the Union and. Rhodesia. 


SUBSIDISING MARRIAGE, 


AN EXPERIMENT. 


Referri to the ‘plan whereby married 
maenbers. a the Irish Free State Civil Service 
are to be paid higher salaries than unmarried 
men, the Westminster. Gazette says :—Mar- 
riage in‘ Ireland is still presumed to involve 
the creation of a. family which in this country 
would be regarded as exceptionally large. 
The average of children per family in Ireland 
has long been almost the highest in Europe, 
and the Irish Government, in this novel at- 
tempt at finding a care for under population, 
evidently counts upon the continuance of large 
families, while i hopes. to raise the low 
aggregate birth. rate by encouraging young 
men to marry at a much earlier age than 
has been habitual for many years. The 
economic consequences of this experiment can 
scarcely be foreseen. 

Most of Western Ireland has long been 
over-populated in relation to what such poor 
land can yield, and the lack of employment 
is even now producing widespread emigration. 
But Civil Servants are chiefly in the South 
iand East, where economic development is 
much more possible,. Apart from its economic 
risks, this new subsidy to marriage is already 
being criticised on grounds of equity. But 
the most remarkable aspect of the scheme is 
that it assumes that the birth-rate can be 
inéreased by merely. subsidising marriage, 
whéreas other countries in which the marriage 
rate is much hig than in Ireland have 
found it necessary to offer various forms of 
subsidy to encourage parentage.

Sixty million marks have been realised 
by the Stinnes interests towards liquidating 
the | indebtedness of the two hundred 
millions. Grave doubt exists whether the 
entire remaining possessions of the Stinnes 
family, excluding’ the ‘inheritance — of 
twenty-five millions’ withdrawn by Herr 
Edmond Stinnes three months ago, will 
bring the anticipated hundred and forty 
millions by a forced sale. 

Herr: Edmond Stinnes has now been im- 
vited by the Stinnes creditors to pool the 
Aga Motor Car Works, the Nordstern 
Insurance Company, with the other assets, 
to assist. the family in the liquidation. 
The creditors point out that *Edmond's 
withdrawal from the firm precipitated the 
crisis. 

The Deutsch Luxembourg. shares, sold 
out at fifty-two millions, have realised 
eleven million marks. Another ten 
millions have been realised 
Stinnes banks, eight millions from the 
Stinnes forest lands in Pommerania and 
the Montan Oil Company, valued -at 
twenty million marks, has been sacrificed 
for thirteen millions. 

The Stinnes holdings in the Siemens- 
Schuckert Works have realised ‘three
